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Living cost increase 
third largest of year 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The cost of 
living climbed 0 7 per cent in October, 
the third largest monthly increase this 
year, the Labor Department said Thurs­ 
day. 
Higher prices for new cars, fuel oil. 
dairy products, coffee, clothing, 
mortgage rates and auto insurances 
caused the overall increase, which was 
slightly higher than most economists ex­ 
pected 
The increase, which translates into an 
annual rate of 8 4 per cent, was 0 2 per 
cent larger than September but far 
below the 1975 inflationary peak set in 
July when consumer prices rose 12 per 
cent 
Prices for 1976 model cars rose 2 7 per 
cent, but seasonal adjustment caused the 
index for new cars to decline 0.1 per 


cent, the department said 
Fuel oil and coal prices rose 18 per 
cent after seasonal adjustment — the 
biggest increase this year. Gasoline 
prices declined, but less than they usual­ 
ly do in October 
Food prices were the primary’ in­ 
flationary force in October. Higher 
prices for beef, pork and dairy products 
forced food prices up 13 per cent. Other 
commodities rose 0 3 per cent and ser­ 
vice costs were up 0.6 per cent, the 
department said 
The Consumer Price Index stood at 
164 6 in October. 7 6 per cent higher than 
a year ago. That means that goods and 
services that cost $100 in 1967. now cost 
$164 60 
The cost of living increase caused no 
change in an average worker’s real spen­ 


dable income because of an increase in 
average hourly earnings and a rise in 
hours worked, the department said Over 
the year, real spendable earnings were 
up 1.9 per cent as a result of the federal 
income tax cut 
Increases in the cost of living have 
been erratic this year, particularly dur­ 
ing the summer 
Consumer prices 
jumped 0 8 per cent in June and 1.2 per 
cent in July, but only 0 2 per cent in 
August 
The department said the increases in 
services and nonfood commodities dur­ 
ing October compares with the average 
monthly increases over the previous 
eight months 
A number of the nation’s major oil 
companies also announced higher gas­ 
oline prices in October. 
Voters may get to decide 
on county split in 1976

It is a long, arduous, complicated, 
political procedure, but if all goes well, 
Santa Barbara County voters will be 
called upon in November, 1976 to decide 
whether or not the county should be split 
into two parts. 


This was the message of Fifth District 
County Supervisor Harrell Fletcher of 
Santa Maria before a general 
membership breakfast meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce this morning at 
the Village Country Club. 


Fletcher began by stating that talk of 
splitting the county is nothing new He 
reviewed the history of prior efforts as 
far back as 1873. He said that the present 
movement has been brought about by the 
“ eventual possibility of a no-growth elec­ 
tion of a solid third vote on the board of 
supervisors.’’

He also said that he believes that the 
north county is not receiving a fair share 
of money by taxes although it holds 37 
per cent of the assessed valuation and 40 
per cent of the population. 


He added that 24 per cent of county 
buildings are in the north. 76 per cent in 
the south. 


“ We have 25 persons employed in the 
planning department and only one of 
those 25 is in the north county,“ he con­ 
tinued 
The split proponent debated the argu­ 
ment of “ two of everything” if the split 
should occur. He said that the new 
county would strive for consolidation of 
offices such as administrative officer, 
tax collector, auditor into one director of 
finance; consolidation of the sheriff- 
coroner, marshal and constable offices 
and the county counsel and district at­ 
torney offices. 
“ We would bring everything down to 
the smallest common denominator.” he 
declared. 
Fletcher said that a feasibility study is 
being prepared and should be completed 
within three weeks 
The present proposal calls for a county 
split which would result in 13.051 square 
miles in the southern county and 14,052 
square miles in the proposed county. 
Following the setting of boundaries, a 
petition would be prepared that will 
require the signatures of 25 per cent of 
the total number of registered voters in 
the last gubernatorial election 
This 
means that 11,245 signatures would be 
required, he explained, and saw no 
problem in obtaining the required 
number. Six months is allowed for the 
petition circulation. 
Following certification of the petition, 
the governor would appoint a five- 
member commission composed of two 
persons from the affected county, two 


from the proposed county and one out­ 
sider. They must decide the following: 
1. Distribution of assets and in­ 
debtedness. 
2. Determination of fiscal impact on 
both counties. 
3. Determination of economic viability 
of move. 
4 Set final boundaries. 
5. Determine transition of services and 
functions 
6 Divide proposed county into super­ 
visorial and judicial districts 
7. Designate county officials to be 
elected 
8 Create no geographic islands 
9 Determine location of county seat 
Following their efforts, they must 
within 74 days set the election. The south 
county must vote 50 per cent plus one and 
the north, the same If this is not done, 
the split proposal is dead, Fletcher ex­ 
plained. 
Fletcher conceded that the split would 
be costly to the south county but he said 
he was looking toward Isla Vista voters 
to provide the deciding bloc of votes in 
favor of the separate north county. 
Asked specifically if the split move­ 
ment was prompted for purely 
ideological growth, no-growth reasons, 
Fletcher said no. 
“ We believe it will provide a more ef­ 
fective government, a government 
closer to the people, a better 
government.” he answered 
In reply to a question as to what would 
happen to the present equity of north 
county taxpayers in fixed assets in the 
south county, Fletcher said that this 
determination would be made by the 
governor’s special commission 
He concluded by saying that should the 
proposal be successful, the new county, 
to be called Los Padres, could easly get 
started by utilizing present buildings in 
the area

Reagan announced his candidacy today 
for the Republican presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1976 — the first direct challenge to 
President Ford from within his own 
party 
Reagan, twice governor of California 
and the favorite of many GOP conser­ 
vatives. said his name would be entered 
in all the primaries and specifically men­ 
tioned New Hampshire and Florida as 
states where he would campaign 
He immediately left after his news 
conference ofr those two states where 
campaign aides said he hopes to cripple 
Ford's chances for the nomination by 
good showings in early primaries next 
year. 
Reagan said he would not talk about 
Ford — “ I am going to abide by the 11th 
commandment 
Thou shalt not speak ill 
of another Republican ’ I’m sure the 
President will campaign in the same 
way ” 
But he said that “ now that the ice is 
broken” other ReDubhcans may join the 
race for the nomination 
Reagan, 64. once a top box office at­ 
traction and now billed as the rising star 
among Republican conservatives, began 
his campaign with a charge that a large 
bureaucracy and insensitive leadership 
has driven the United States near 
bankruptcy 
“ The only difference between the 
national government and New York City 
at the moment is that the national 
government has a printing press’ for 
money, said Reagan at a news con­ 
ference in which he promised a 
• gentlemanly’’ campaign to unseat 
President Ford 
Reagan said that if he defeats Ford for 
the nomination, he expected the support 
of all Republicans in seeking votes from 
“ those 40 per cent of Americans who are 
dissatisfied” with both parties 


“ The candidate is going to have to of­ 
fer change to those Americans who are 
uiMiiuMuued. he said 
Ford's campaign manager said the 
competition from a Reagan candidacy 
will help Ford run a stronger campaign 
but Sen Charles Percy.

Senate defies Ford on CIA report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Despite 
President Ford s last-minute objections, 
the Senate today went ahead with plans 
to make public a sensitive report on CIA 
assassination plots 
After a four-hour secret session 
reportedly dominated by a complex 
parliamentary wrangle, no vote of any 
kind was taken on whether to make the 
report public or to suppress it 
The lack of a vote left unchanged plans 


to release the report to the public at 6 30 
pm EST 


The report was expected to detail 
murder plots and even actual attempts 
against foreign leaders in recent years. 


Ford claimed m letters to several 
senators today the 400-page report 
drafted by the Senate intelligence com­ 
mittee should be kept secret on national 
security grounds

Rescue attempted for cat thought 
trapped in county building ducts

County ma i n t e n a n c e men 
have been called in to attempt 
to rescue a cat, lost for a week 
or more amid the maze of air 
ducts and other passages in the 
four-story County Administra­ 
tion Building in Santa Barbara.

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Authoritarian to the last 
Spain dictator Franco dies 


MADRID (U PD - Generalis­ 
simo Francisco Franco died to­ 
day. and in a political last testa­ 
ment he typed out on his 
deathbed warned the nation 
that the enemies of Spain were 
on the alert and that the 
authoritarian policies of his 36- 
year rule must continue 
There were immediate stir­ 
rings from the outlawed Com­ 
munist and Socialist parties ex­ 
pressing hope for political 
reforms and anguish that 
violence will follow the death of 
the 82-year-old Franco. 
Basques who seek their own in­ 
dependent state in western 
Spain toasted his death and 
honked their horns to celebrate 
The leftist statements 
amounted to sedition under 
Franco law 
They were an­ 
swered by such right-wing 
leaders as Bias Pinar who said 
“ millions and millions of 
Spaniards desire a continuation 
of the regime” and called the 
fallen Franco “ Europe’s clean­ 
est sword ” 
There were mixed emotions 
in Madrid where for four 
decades many had known no 
other ruler but Franco, the last 
of the right-wing dictators who 
rose to power on the eve of 
World War II 
Some people 
wept openly on the streets, 
others looked to the future with 
renewed hope 
The final medical bulletin by 
Franco’s 32 doctors said he had 
suffered from Parkinson’s dis­ 
ease. acute heart attacks, acute 
bleeding ulcers, peritonitis of 
the intestinal lining, double 
pneumonia, blood clots in his 
left thigh, shock from poisons in 
his body and at 5:25 a.m. (7:25 
pm. PST Wednesday) “ an 
irreversible heart stoppage.” 
Spain's uncertain future falls 
to the hands of Prince Juan 
Carlos de Borbon 37, who will 
be promoted Saturday to 
Captain-General. Spain’s high­ 
est military rank, and sworn in 
as the country’s first king in 44 
years. 


The government proclaimed 
a 30-day period of mourning. 
Franco’s body lay in state at 
the chapel of his El Pardo 
palace before burial Sunday in 
the Valley of the Fallen, the 
monument to the nearly one 
million persons who died in the 
Spanish civil war. 
A government spokesman 
said the Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller would represent 
the United States at Franco’s 
funeral. 


Franco’s typing was crude 
and there were many typo­ 
graphical errors but his last 
testament proved that he was 
as authoritarian in death as he 
was in life. 
It made no concession to 
widespread demands for demo­ 
cratic reform, warned of the 
threat of Communism, declared 
Franco’s enemies Spain’s ene­ 
mies and urged Spaniards to 
rally round Juan Carlos for God 
and country following the 
funeral Sunday. 
It left no doubt he wished 
Spain more of the same policies 
that brought economic 
prosperity but kept remote such 
freedoms as those of assembly, 
political choice and the press. 
Throughout Spain, offices and 
factories were working normal­ 
ly Police jeeps patroled Ma­ 
drid streets as usual, and 
tommygun-carrying policemen 
were on guard outside precinct 
stations and government buil­ 
dings. But there were no out­ 
ward signs vigilance had been 
stepped up 
The weeks of Franco’s illness 
were marked with the roundup 
of about 250 persons, many of 
them Communists, as the 
regime moved to head off what 
it considered the danger of an­ 
tigovernment 
demonstrations 
in the politically divided nation 
Spanish police stationed extra 
patrols on the French-Spanish 
border, apparently to prevent 
border crossings by Spanish 
Basque militants exiled in 
France In Hendaye and other 
towns of the French Basque 
country, cafes were crowded 
with Basques celebrating the 
death. 
Political sources said most of 
the underground groups - from 
moderate Christian Democrats 
to the Communists and Maoists 
— were holding meetings to 
size up the situation

Robert Ray of Iowa and Daniel 
Evans of Washington, along 
with Reagan.

Gov Mills Godwin of Virginia 
said there was no point in 
speculating until some primar­ 
ies have been run But he ad 
ded “ It appears now that Mr 
Ford will be the nominee if he 
seeks the nomination " 
More typical comments came 
from Govs James Rhodes of 
Ohio and Jay Hammond of

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Illegal aliens sow more than 


they rip, labor report claim s 


WASHINGTON (U P D - The 
nation’s estimated eight million 
illegal aliens contribute far 
more in taxes than they reap in 
social benefits, according to a 
Labor Department study. 
The study, released Wednes­ 
day by Labor Secretary John 
Dvinlop. dispelled many myths 
about illegal aliens and con­ 
cluded they “ are a much more 
diverse collection of individuals 
than is popularly supposed ” 
For example, it said, a 
significant number are non- 
Mexican, skilled and found in 
urban areas outside the South­ 
west It said they are produc­ 
tive employes but “ not the well- 
paid workers that they have 
sometimes been held to be.” 
The report nonetheless con­ 
firmed assumptions that ille­ 
gals depress wages in low-level 
jobs and cause a harmful swell 
of cheap labor during times of 


high unemployment 
Dunlop, who will discuss the 
alien problem with Mexican of­ 
ficials next week, said he was 
surprised that 77 per cent of the 
sampled illegal aliens paid 
Social Security taxes and 73 per 
cent paid federal income taxes 
“ The involvement of illegals 
in taxpaying is much more 
pronounced than their use of 
tax-supported 
systems.” 
the 
report said 
It said only 0.5 per cent of the 
sampled aliens received wel­ 
fare benefits. 1.3 per cent ob­ 
tained food stamps. 3 9 per cent 
collected one or more weeks of 
unemployment benefits and 7 6 
per cent of the parents had 
children in public schools 
“ This too may be a passing 
phenomenon.” the report said, 
“ because as illegals become 
more acclimated they tend to 
make more use of public ser­ 


vices 
The study, based on a sample 
of 793 aliens conducted by a 
private firm under government 
contract, also found 
— Mexicans comprise 61 per 
cent of all illegals and 30 per 
cent come from other Western 
Hemisphere nations (Another 
study estimates nearly 8 3 
million illegal aliens, 5 2 
million of them Mexican i 
— They send home an 
average of $105 a month (The 
resulting balance of payments 
outflow is estimated at $3 
billion annually to Mexico 
alone ) 
— They enter with an average 
of nearly 10 years work ex­ 
perience. but their occupations 
often change and 10 per cent are 
unemployed 
— They work longer hours 
and earn an average of $2 71 an 
hour 


Ford asks House committee reconsider 
contempt accusation against Kissinger 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford today urged a 
House committee to reconsider 
its vote to hold Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger in con­ 
tempt for not turning over sub­ 
poenaed documents, saying the 
issue involves “ grave matters” 
to the country. 
Ford reiterated that he would 
not turn over the subpoenaed 
documents to the committee on 
the grounds of executive 
privilege. 
“ This issue involves grave 
matters affecting our conduct 
of foreign policy and raises 
questions which go to the ability 
of our republic to govern itself 
effectively,” Ford said in a let­ 
ter to Rep Otis Pike,D-N Y., 
chairman of the House in­ 
telligence committee. 
The President said he had 
done all he could to cooperate 
with the committee in its in­ 
vestigation of U.S. intelligence 
operations before the panel 
voted last Friday to ask the full 
House to hold Kissinger in con­ 
tempt for refusing to turn over 


information demanded in three 
subpoenas issued the week 
before. 
“ I believe that if the commit­ 
tee were to reconsider the three 
resolutions of Nov. 14, it would 
conclude that my claim of ex­ 
ecutive privilege is a proper ex­ 
ercise of my constitutional 
right and responsibility." Ford 
said 
“ It is my desire that we con­ 
tinue forw ard, working 
together on the foreign intelli­ 
gence investigation. I believe 
that the national interest is best 
served through our cooperation 
and adoption of a spirit of 
mutual trust and respect." 
The President also said he 
hoped the Pike committee 
would allow administration of­ 
ficials to appear at a hearing 
today “ to discuss the points 1 
have raised in this letter 
In his letter. Ford noted that 
only one of the three subpoenas 
at issue was directed to Kis­ 
singer as secretary of state and 
that it demanded he turn over 
“ all documents relating to 


State Department recommen 
daing covert action made to the 
National Security Council and 
its predecessor committees 
from Jan 30. 1961 to present 
Ford said appropriate State 
Department officials advised 
the White House of material ap­ 
parently covered by the sub­ 
poena and that “ none of these 
documents are from m> ad 
ministration " 
On the basis of consultations 
with the attorney general. 
I 
directed Secretary Kissinger 
not to comply with the sub 
poena on the grounds of ex­ 
ecutive privilege, 
he said 
“ I made a finding that, in ad­ 
dition to disclosing highly sen­ 
sitive military and foreign at 
fairs assessments and evalua 
tions, the documents revealed 
to an unacceptable degree the 
consultation process involving 
advice and recommendations to

Moos resigned Comfort let it

Taxpayers poised for striking 


By DICK PRAUL 


Angry citizens under the label 
of "Taxpayers for Striking" 
have held another mass 
meeting in Santa Barbara — 
possibly the last such as­ 
semblage before the time 
comes to pay or not pay their 
first installment tax bills Dec. 
10 


There are “ between 5,000 and 
10.000 commitments’’ in Santa 
Barbara County not to pay 
property taxes Dec 
10. ac­ 
cording to Eric Garris, of the 
Libertarian Party’s Santa Bar­ 
bara area chapter 


The Libertarian Party has at­ 
tached itself now to the tax 
protest movement spearheaded 
by ex-San Francisco advertis­ 
ing man Hal Burnett and Randv 
Di Benedictus 


The county tax collector. J 
Newton Blanchard, didn’t want 
to comment on Garris’ predic­ 
tion. but other countv officials 


close to the tax picture say 
they'll be surprised if there are 
many more than 100 who don’t 
come through with checks Dec 
10 and the following April 10 on 
the last installment 
Even some “ Taxpayers for 
Striking’’ 
officials 
professed 
astonishment at Garris’ predic­ 
tion 
But Burnett, co-chairman in 
addressing the strident crowd 
of ratepayers aroused to anger 
over their greatly increased tax 
bills this year, revealed he has 
pledged to mail back his tax 
payment envelope with nothing 
inside 
Vicechairman Margaret Pet­ 
tigrew says she’ll do the same 
The county's loss of 100 tax 
payments — if indeed that 
number fails to come through 
— would seem infinitesimal 
when compared with a SOS- 
million total tax levy in the 
county, some county building 
observers hasten to point out 
Property tax collections have 


exceeded 98 per cent for years 
Others sympathetic with 
“ Taxpayers for Striking" main­ 
tain that Burnett and his as­ 
sociates are doing the public a 
service if they serve only to 
slow up the proliferating county 
personnel and expenditures 
Burnett feels he has some 
selling points in his campaign to 
convince others to send back 
their tax bills w ithout payment 
The only penalty to be in­ 
curred for withholding this tax 
payment will be a 6 per cent 
charge, he said 
Non-payment of property 
taxes unlike income taxes, is 
not a criminal act. and you 
can t go to jail for it. he 
emphasized 
Moreover, claims Burnett, 
the Board of Supervisors seems 
to be recognizing the potential 
power of a tax s tr ik e , 
otherwise, he asked, why would 
they be holding budget policv 
sessions at this time to see 
where expenditures can be cut 


Supervisors must drop either Kallman 
or Fletcher from Coastal Commission 


The Board of Supervisors will 
be obliged to shear one of its 
two members from the regional 
Coastal Conservation Commis­ 
sion. according to a ruling of 
Attorney G eneral Eve lie 
Younger 
Either Supervisor Robert E 
Kallman. who was appointed by 
then Gov. Ronald Reagan prior 
to his election as supervisor, or 
Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher, 
who serves as the board's 
representative on the commis­ 
sion. must go. 
The touchy question is ex­ 
pected to emerge at the next 
weekly session of the county 
supervisors Monday in Santa 
Barbara. 
Kallman. elected two years 
ago to the board along with 
Fletcher, 
recalled Tuesday 
when Younger’s opinion was 
delivered that he "expected 
this to happen a long time ago 
and had asked for an opinion" 
from Younger’s office after 
taking office as county super­ 
visor. 
It was on the basis that such a 
ruling might be made that the 
county supervisors subsequent­ 
ly reached a “ gentlemen’s 
agreement,” Kallman said, 
that the board "probably would 
ask me to serve as the board 
representative" rather than 


Fletcher in the event only one 
of the two could serve on the 
commission 
Should cither Kallman or 
Fletcher vacate a commission 
spot, it would be up to Gov 
Brown to name a successor 
And Brown, it is expected, 
would be guided by a choice 
from the offices of Sen Omer 
Rains and Assemblyman Gary 
K Hart, it was felt 
Hart. Democrat, of Santa 
Barbara, revealed Younger's 
opinion in a news release He 
pointed out that he had sought 
clarification of the status of the 
two supervisors on the request 
of Supervisor Frank J Frost 
Younger’s opinion stated that 
“ an individual who was ap­ 
pointed to a regional coastal 
com m ission as a public 
member may not continue to 
serve as such public member 
after he has assumed office as a 
county supervisor ” 
The opinion points to Kallman 
in this respect, but in view of 
the asserted supervisors’ 
“ gentlemen’s agreement." the 
board could name the Santa 
Barbara supervisor as its sole 
representative 
Kallman, it was learned, 
talked with Fletcher in Santa 
Maria after learning of the 
Younger ruling 


Fletcher was reminded by 
Kallman of the need to “ review 
the agreement we made." but 
did not commit himself one way 
or the other, it was learned, in 
the conversation with Kallman

Cooking talents

To accompany your Thanksgiving turkey or other fowl, 
we publish today a recipe for the best dressing I ’ve ever 
tasted It comes via my friend Chris Cass who in turn 
requested it from her long-time friend Mona Crombie of 
Sherman Oaks, a gourmet cook Both Chris and Mona 
make this in large amounts, freezing that not used at one 
meal The dressing is baked in casseroles rather than 
used as a stuffing. Inside the fowl, they place an onion, 
celery, apple and carrot to fill the cavity and give flavor. 
These are discarded before the bird is served. 


Dressing 
Mrs. Cubbison s corn bread mix. 2 boxes 
2 lge cans mushrooms, sliced 
2 lbs. Farmer John's sausage, black label 
1 bunch celery, cut into small pieces (leaves included) 
3 good sized onions, diced 
1 lge. can applesauce 
‘4 lb almonds, cut-up 


Brown sausage and remove grease In another pan 
saute onions and celery; add mushrooms at last minute. 
Remove grease 
In large mixing bowl, pour the cornbread mix, adding a 
little water to soften Add the sausage, celery, etc., being 
sure there is no grease in sauteed vegetables. Bake in cas­ 
seroles at 350 degrees for about an hour Check con­ 
sistency and add water as needed If planning to make 
dressing enough for later use. bake that portion only half 
the time, adding a little milk to moisten when reheating 
Potato Dressing 
A second tasty dressing is one used by Mrs Crombie for 
stuffing geese For two fowl she uses 4 lbs. pork sausage, 
salt and pepper to taste, chopped onion and celery, and 
mashed potatoes made according to directions on box. 
Add wine to taste «quite a bit may be used) before adding 
sausage mixture.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
State highway officials assert 
that misunderstandings and in­ 
complete information led to 
conclusions that Jews, women, 
and blacks might be excluded 
from a Saudi Arabia jobs 
program 
"We made some assumptions 
from incomplete information, 
especially on the Jewish ques­ 
tion." Robert Cassano. chief 
structural engineer for the 
Department of Transportatiwi. 
said Wednesday. 


Robert Best, deputy director 
of the department, told UPI 
there is "absolutely no indica­ 
tion" that there are any restric­ 
tions on blacks in Saudi Arabia 
and women are allowed to work 
in offices operated by foreign 
countries. 


Best, who earlier flew to 
Saudi Arabia to negotiate jobs 
for soon-to-be unemployed high­ 
way engineers, said the issue of 


discrimination was never di­ 
rectly discussed with Saudi of­ 
ficials 
"The original information 
sent to this department that led 
to the concerns (discrimina­ 
tion! was not completely ac­ 
curate." Best said, adding that 
the department does not have 
any evidence to show that 
Jewish people would be exclud­ 
ed from that Middle East 
country 
The department planned to 
cable the Saudi government 
asking for assurances that 
there would be no job discrimi­ 
nation if the state entered into 
a jobs agreement with that 
country to employ as many as 
500 employes facing layoffs 
Because of the discrimination 
question. Gov 
Edmund G 
Brown Jr 
called a halt to 
negotiations until he was as­ 
sured blacks, women and Jews 
would receive equal oppor- 
tunitv

New ingredient labeling law nnay 


hike price of distilled spirits 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
price of beer, wine and liquor 
will probably go up if and when 
the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion orders labels for those 
products to list their in­ 
gredients But no one knows by 
how much 
The wine industry says its 
costs might go up by $100 
million a year. The people who 
make distilled spirits say it will 
be in the "millions " 
The government says it 
doesn’t really know yet, while 
one consumer advocate says 
the impact on beer would be 
minimal, about one cent for 
every 35 six-packs 
The FDA said Wednesday it 
will soon order the industry to 
begin ingredient iabeling. When 
and whether the labeling will 
come about is still subject to 
doubt, however, because Con­ 
gress is considering legislation 
that would tell the FDA it does 


not have authority over liquor 
Michael Jacobson, codirector 
of the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest and the man 
whose petition on the subject in 
1972 started the ball rolling, 
said the food industry has es­ 
timated the average cost of 
nutritional labeling to be about 
16-lOOths of a cent per dollar of 
sales 
"I estimate the cost of in­ 
gredient labeling to be about 
one-tenth the cost of nutritional 
labeling, or about 2-lOOths of a 
cent per dollar of sales 
"Thus the added cost would 
be about a penny for every 35 
six-packs of beer.’ he said

Underdog status 
doesn't bother 
confident Braves

The* role of underdog has never bothered the Lompoc 
Braves If anything, they’ve used it as a motivating gim­ 
mick. 
In last year’s CIF football playoffs, the Braves knocked off 
a couple of teams nobody figured they had any business 
beating 
This year they start the playoffs in the role of underdog, 
playing the Crescenta Valley Falcons tomorrow night at 8 
p m at Glendale High, 
When the CIF makes first-round pairings they try to 
match, as much as possible, the strongest teams against the 
weakest Thus Lompoc, a second-place team with three 
season losses, opens against a team that hasn’t lost in eight 
weeks and had little trouble sweeping its seven-game 
Foothill League schedule. 
But Mike Warren, coach of the Braves, isn’t ready to con­ 
cede the favorite's role to anyone 
"I really like our chances,” Warren says with enthusiasm 
“ I like the way we came back after losing to Santa Maria. 
We are coming off two very tough ballgames in good shape, 
emotionally and physically. The kind of win we had Friday 
(17-16 over Cabrilloi should put us in an excellent frame of 
mind ” 
The Braves are also aware that all three of their losses 
were to eventual league champions — Carson (rated No. 1 in 
the City), San Marcos (Channel League champs I and Santa 
Maria. 
Warren feels the Braves give up a little to the Falcons in 
weight and strength, but make up for it in speed In fact, the 
only notable position where the Braves lack quickness is at 
coach Seconds after the end of the Lompoc-Cabrillo game. 
Warren was caught in a human traffic jam, slipped and fell 
“ Three people stepped on me before I could get up,' he 
reveals. “ I had footprints all over my pants ’’ 
That's as close as Warren wants to come to being an under­ 
dog. 
For the first-year Lompoc coach, tomorrow’s game will be 
a homecoming Warren was a star football player at Glen­ 
dale High, and has played many games on old Moyse Field, 
“ It's gonna be a real thrill for me to coach a game on that 


field,” he says 
The thrill will be all the greater if the Braves can knock off 
a team that is. Warren reports, “ almost a carbon copy of us 
as far as system.” 
“ They run from the slot-I and occasionally from the set­ 
back position They run the off-tackle power play, they trap 
very well, run options and sprint-out passes So they are very 
similar to us. 
“ Their straight 5-2 defense is almost identical to ours.” 
The Falcons, like the Braves, put very heavy emphasis on 
their running game They average 260 yards rushing per 
game Lompoc averaged 235 per game in league. 
While the Braves have elusive tailback Calvin Boler, good 
for 1,103 yards so far, the Falcons have two fine running 
backs. 
Tailback Gary Beck (5-11, 185, Jr.) has already gained 
1.338 yards on the season Fullback Tim Cude (5-11. 205, Sr.) 
was an all-league tailback last year. In a new position, and 
despite missing three full games with an injured ankle, Cude 
has picked up 540 yards He has also scored 13 touchdowns, 
including an 80-yard run on the first play of the game against 
Blair last week. 
Quarterback Mike McCall (5-11,175, Jr.) proved last week 
he can throw when the need arises, as he hit 9-for-12 for 181 
yards and two TDs His top target is Bill Blakemore (5-11, 
160), who has 10 receptions for 239 yards and four 
touchdowns, and is considered the school's best receiver 
ever. 
The backbone of the offense is the front line, led by center 
John Mirch (6-0, 207. Jr.) and guard Joe Smith (6-1,195, Sr.). 
The battle between Mirch and Lompoc noseguard Richard 
Aguilar should be one of the top individual matchups of the 
game. 
The Falcons also have a fine noseguard in John “ Mad 
Dog” Ramseyer (6-0, 195). 
But the outstanding defensive player for CV is tackle Jeff 
Fox (6-3. 235), an all-CIF pick last year. Fox has played the 
last few games wih a broken foot, which should tell you 
something about his enthusiasm 
“ It’s difficult to move them off the line of scrimmage,” 


says Warren. “ They have some big strong people, b 
^ 
don’t think their defense is real mobile and their team spee 
is not as good as ours. They seem to lack quickness o 
defense 
, 
“ We hope that our people would be able to rely on 
quickness and speed — run the option, throw the ball, get our 
quarterback to the outside, use the advantage that it appears 
we have in team speed ”

Unhappy Dodgers 
Sutton demands trade; 
Andy M. tests clause

NEW YORK (UPI) - Upset over the 
way he was used, Don Sutton has asked 
the Los Angeles Dodgers to deal him. 
They’re doing their best to oblige. 
Sutton, a 5-and-10 player with the right 
of saying yes or no to any deal because 
he has 10 years in the majors and the last 
five with the same club, became unhap­ 
py this summer when he was removed 
from some games by Walt Alston. He 
felt he still had a good chance of winning. 
He walked into the office of Al Cam- 
panis, vice president in charge of player 
personnel with the Dodgers, after one 
such game and told him he wanted to go 
with an American League club. Why not? 
Look what that had done for Fergie 
Jenkins. 
Sutton said he’d like to be traded to the 
New York Yankees or Boston Red Sox 
Campanis tried to talk him out of it, but 
saw the 30-year-old right-hander had his 
mind made up. More recently, Sutton, 
who had a 16-13 record this year along 
with a 2 87 earned run average, sixth 
best in the National League, threw in a 
third club he’d agree to go to—Kansas 
City. 
Campanis never gave Sutton any flat- 
out guarantee he’d trade him, but he has 
been trying ever since the World Series 
and still is now after having swung that 
big six player deal with Atlanta. During 
that portion of the Series played in Cin­ 
cinnati. Campanis talked to Boston vice 
president Haywood Sullivan about Sut­ 
ton. 
“ Who would you want?” Sullivan 
asked. 
“ What about Fred Lynn?" 
“ Next case." said Sullivan.

“ Well, then, how about Carlton Fisk?” 
Campanis tried again. 


“ Case closed,” Sullivan said, and that 
ended that conversation. 


Campanis also has talked with 
Yankees' president Gabe Paul about Sut­ 
ton Paul told Campanis he’d get back 
with him again and that’s where that one 
stands now. It’s also one of the reasons 
he's here now. Another reason is Andy 
Messersmith. who won 19 with the 
Dodgers this year. 


Messersmith never signed his 1975 con­ 
tract with the Dodgers. What he is doing 
is testing the reserve clause, hoping he 
winds up a free agent who can sell his 
services to the highest bidder the same 
way Catfish Hunter did a year ago. Mes­ 
sersmith is due to appear before ar­ 
bitrator Peter M. Seitz today. 


Losing Messersmith would hurt the 
Dodgers almost as much as losing 
Hunter hurt the A s. but with Burt 
Hooton pitching the way he did after 
coming from the Cubs and Tommy John 
apparently back in shape to go again, the 
Dodgers aren't overly concerned about 
their pitching. Not when they have such 
others around like 15-game winner Doug 
Rau. Rick Rhoden, a good-looking 22- 
year-old righthander, and Mike Marshall 
in the bullpen. 


Although the Dodgers got Dusty Baker 
in their deal with the Braves. Campanis 
would take another top flight outfielder 
for Sutton. Failing that, he'd want a

DEAR POLLY - 1 have a new set of stainless steel 
pans Due to my own carelessness I let some macaroni 
burn, so now there is a black stain in the bottom of one 
pan I have tried scouring powder and scrubbing pads 
but with no success How can I remove this without ruin­ 
ing the pan? — PHYLLIS 
DEAR PHYLLIS — I presume the food has been 
removed since you speak of a black stain. For such a 
stain you might try boiling apple parings. If that does 
not do it, fill the pan with hot water, add two tablespoons 
cream of tartar to each quart of water, bring to a boil, 
turn heat down and simmer for about 10 minutes. Then 
it should scrub away. — POLLY.

WASHINGTON (tJPl) - A 
six-year campaign of illegal 
harassment and surveillance by 
the FBI against Martin Luther 
King was conducted under the 
mistaken suspicion he was un­ 
der “ communist influence," ac 
cording to a ranking FBI of­ 
ficial 


Elsewhere, FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley told a Senate 
subcommittee Wednesday ter­ 
rorist bombings were increas­ 
ing in America at an alarming 
rate — 46 in the first half of 1975 
compared to 45 for all of 1974 
Kelley said ‘ new left 
revolutionaries" were responsi­ 
ble. 
James Adams, FBI assistant 
deputy for intelligence who 
testified on the King matter, 
told a Senate investigative pan­ 
el “ there was no statutory basis 
for justification" of some 25 
separate actions carried out 
against King before he was as­ 
sassinated in 1968 


The campaign included an 
anonymous letter written by 
the FBI to King in late 1964. just 
before he was to receive the 
Nobel Peace Prize, saying. 
“ You are done There is only 
one way out for you.” 
Although not mentioned at 
the hearing, the letter was said 
to have been accompanied by a 
recording or transcript of 
material allegedly compromis­ 
ing King's character. 
Sen Frank Church. D-Idaho, 
chairman of the Senate com­ 
mittee. asked Adams how he 
would have interpreted the let­ 
ter. 
“ I've read it," Adams said. 
“ I've heard your staff said it 
suggested suicide. I can’t find 
any basis for that conclusion.” 


The witness, accompanied by 
seven senior FBI officials, 
testified that FBI investiga­ 
tions were carried out on a wide 
variety of organizations rang­ 
ing from New Left movements, 
almost all black groups, stu­ 
dents, antiwar activists and 
even a pioneer Baltimore 
women’s liberation group be­ 
cause it was suspected of being 
vulnerable to communist infil­ 
tration 


Adams, in ascribing motiva­ 
tion for FBI actions, referred to 
the temper of the times in the 
1950s and 60s when “ cities were 
burning and universities bom­ 
bed .’’

marijuana possession charge 
against Linda McCartney, wife 
of ex-Beatle Paul McCartney, 
was dismissed Wednesday. 


Municipal Court Judge Brian 
Crahan accepted a report that 
Mrs. McCartney. 33. had suc­ 
cessfully undergone psychia­ 
tric counseling in London, a 
condition he imposed for dis­ 
missal

was 
arrested March 3 by a Califor­ 
nia highway patrolman who 
stopped the family car for a 
traffic violation and found a 
small amount of marijuana in 
her purse

The Living Will is not legally binding, 
although 13 states have passed laws 
recognizing the right of the individual, or 
members of his family, to put an end to 
“heroic measures" keeping the patient 
technically alive beyond any hope of 
recovery. 
Euthanasia is a world with scary con­ 
notations since it calls to mind “ mercy 
killing" and the barbarism of the Nazis. 
To those who say that euthanasia 
tampers with God’s law. Katharine Mali, 
president of the Euthanasia Educational 
Council, says that this is what modern 
medicine is doing all the time. 
The cost of "heroic measures" — 
respirators, kidney machines — certain­ 
ly adds to the ever spiraling inflation of 
the nation’s medical bill It can mean the 
use of facilities that could be employed 
to treat a curable patient. 
Karen Anne Quinlan's parents have in­ 
dicated they will appeal to a higher 
court. This should not be the decision of a 
single judge. It should be a consideration 
for the highest authority with all legal 
and medical evidence weighed 
The Quinlans have sacrificed their 
privacy in their effort to do what they 
believed to be right and as Roman 
Catholics they have the support of their 
parish priest Their sacrifice should not 
be in vain

WASHINGTON - The tragedy of 
Karen Anne Quinlan and her anguished 
parents is a striking example of the ex­ 
cesses of modern medicine 
Thanks to 
techniques developed within the past 
decade or so. their daughter has been 
kept alive since last April, although by 
agreement of virtually all the doctors 
who examined her. she 
can never recover 
from the coma she is 
irf 
She 
suffered 
irreversible 
brain 
damage at the age of 
21 
Thanks 
to

travenous feeding and 
other procedures, she 
exists as 
really no 
more 
than

vegetable Despite the 
pleas of her parents, 
the Joseph Quinlans, and their priest. 
New Jersey Superior Court Judge Joseph 
Muir ruled that the machines could not 
be turned off. as the parents put it. to 
allow Karen to die in dignity 
How much such measures should be 
employed in the face of a terminal il­ 
lness is a question that doctors have 
shirked, although often in private they 
conceded that they have allowed patients 
to die. 
The suffering of a patient in the last 
stages of cancer, enduring terrible pain 
and kept alive by modem techniques, is 
an indignity contrary to every canon of a 
humane society 
The cost for a middle-class family tor­ 
tured by the hope, however vain, that a 
loved one might be saved can be ruinous 
It is one aspect of the fantastic inflation 
in medical costs in recent years. To keep 
Karen Anne Quinlan breathing with 
respirators and constant nursing care 
has already cost more than $150.000 This 
is paid by Medicaid 
The Quinlan case has helped to stir 
widespread interest in the plight of those 
who. thanks to so-called progress in 
modem medicine, are not allowed to die 
although they are sustained in a living 
death 
But responsible doctors, lawyers and 
educators had considered ways to avoid 
such tragedies even before the 
nationwide attention given the case of 
this unfortunate young woman con­ 
demned by the court for a living death of 
indefinite duration

We do not envy the City 
Council in their deliberations 
under deadline pressure.

Public Law 874 impacted aid continues 
to the whipping boy in official quarters 
as hardpressed legislators look for ways 
of trimming the budget. In this as in 
other affairs, however, it’s how can we 
trim the other fella's budget? 
Schools Supt. Clarence Bloom noted 
those facts of life the other night in a 
presentation to the 
Buena 
V ista 
PTA. He said Presi­ 
dent Ford vetoed the 
appropriation that in­ 
cluded 874 monies, and 
it was only the saving 
grace of Congress in 
overriding the veto 
that made life bearable 
for Lompoc Unifed 
School District. The 
district is one of more 
than 100 districts in 
California that receive 
P L 874 monies. Locally the district gets 
about $18 million or about 18 to 20 per 
cent of the district’s budgetary require­ 
ments. 
Bloom told his audience that he 
wouldn't hazard a guess as to how the 
district could have made up that much 
money and so late in the game. He noted 
that it is always long after the budget is 
made up and even adopted that a district 
knows for sure how much money it’ll get 
in aid monies. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
note that somewhere along the line dur­ 
ing the caucus that Supervisor Francis 
H Beattie participated in in Washington, 
someone suggested the possibility that 
the federal government could use boards 
of supervisors to disburse P L. 874 aid 
much in the manner of the state’s dis­ 
bursing of criminal justice council funds. 
Beattie said the idea didn’t get far 
Incidentally in portions of a story on 
Bloom’s presentation to the PTA. but 
squeezed out Wednesday, this reporter 
noted that the superintendent, quoted 
from the RISE report on innovations for 
education 20 years from now. It is not un­ 
usual for someone to quote from the 
report, but he did it in a context that 
suggested he was rolling the thoughts 
around in his mind The ideas included 
the interesting quotations that educators 
should “ Recognize each learner as the 
chief client of the school; that educators 
should establish educational choices in 


WASHINGTON — A highly classified 
Pentagon intelligence study predicts the 
Soviets, Chinese and their communist 
allies will have almost 15,000 combat 
planes to hurl against the U.S. Navy by 
1985 
The unsettling document, stamped 
"Secret,” deals only with Soviet air- 
power available for an 
attack on the Navy. It 
expresses "normal un­ 
certainty” about its 
ten-year forecast. 
But its figures clear­ 
ly show distinct com­ 
munist air gains dur­ 
ing the 80 s. By 1985, 
the communist world 
is expected to have 
14.605 
fig h ters, 
bombers and recon­ 
naissance planes 
within range of U.S. 
naval ships and facilities. 
The document warns that the Soviets 
alone will have 7,810 combat planes able 
to attack U.S. Navy forces. The other 
Warsaw Pact nations will have 2,230; 
China 3,725; North Korea 490 and North 
Vietnam 350. 
Soviet strike forces will include hot 
new MIG variations such as the 
"Fishbed,” "Flogger,” "Fencer” and 
"Foxbat ” Another 575 Soviet jets will be 
long-range strategic bombers, the study 
projects. 
By contrast, the navy is unlikely to 
have more than 2,500 practical war 
planes. The Air Force may have 10,000 
planes, but most would not be available 
for combat against a Russian attack on 
the Navy. There is no estimate of the 
1985 strength of U.S. allies. 
The study is the work of the hush-hush 


terms of times, places and goals; and 
that reading, writing and computation 
should be emphasized ” 


Bloom also referred to the high school 
proficiency test system that would per­ 
mit a youth 16 years of age or older to 
leave school by successfully completing 
a test, that incidentally will be ad­ 
ministered on Dec. 20 at Hancock 
College. Deadline for filing for the test, 
however, is Nov. 28 At any rate, Bloom 
noted that California junior or com­ 
munity colleges would recognize the 
resulting certificate, but it was uncer­ 
tain what approach four-year colleges 
and universities would make to the in­ 
novation In other words, would the full 
term institutions recognize the cer­ 
tificates for entrance requirements? 


One of the more interesting comments 
that Bloom made, however, probably 
went unnoticed. He suggested that the 
schools draw upon the resources of the 
community and that the parents and the 
community generally had to become 
more involved in the schools. His sugges­ 
tion that students and parents exercise 
some sort of review over the efforts of 
the educational staff probably has some 
interesting implications also. 


All this is more important than it might 
otherwise be. because it represented 
some of the first public statements on 
such varied areas of educational concern 
since he took office in July.

Defense Intelligence Projections and 
Planning team and is titled “ 1985 Air 
Threat to Navy Forces." It is based on 
the assumption that the U.S. Navy will 
continue to ring Europe and Asia with 
surface and undersea craft, and thus be 
vulnerable to attacks on patrol craft.

Footnote: The Navy has been shaken 
by Pentagon and Congressional efforts to 
impose the new F-18 fighter on them as 
their plane of the 80’s. Navy experts 
complain in classified memos that the F- 
18 runs a moderate to high risk of being 
an unreliable performer. 
REAGAN RUMBLE. Insiders with the 
Presidential campaign of ex-California 
Gov.
